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INTRODUCTION. 

Denmark  is  a  country  of  unusual  interest  to  agriculturists  because 
of  the  remarkable  success  there  attained  in  the  development  of  a  profit- 
able export  trade  in  certain  products  of  the  farm.  It  is  the  object  of 
the  present  bulletin  to  give  a  somewhat  detailed  review  of  Denmark's 
commerce  during*  the  past  few  years,  with  special  reference  to  the 
agricultural  products  involved,  basing  the  account  on  statistics1  that 
are  accessible  only  in  the  official  trade  reports  published  by  the  Danish 
Government. 

Several  years  ago  data  were  collected  for  a  similar  publication,  but 
the  more  urgent  statistical  work  called  for  by  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war  with  Spain  prevented  its  completion  at  that  time.  In  preparing 
the  present  report  the  material  previously  gathered  has  been  utilized 
as  far  as  practicable,  but  much  new  matter  has  been  added,  bringing 
the  facts  as  near  to  date  as  the  available  Danish  statistics  will  permit. 
Although  several  bulletins  bearing  higher  numbers  in  the  series  have 
been  published,  the  report  on  the  trade  of  Denmark  is  issued,  in 
accordance  with  the  original  plan,  as  Bulletin  No.  9. 

VALUE  OF  THE  TRADE. 

According  to  the  latest  official  statistics  available  the  foreign  trade 
carried  on  by  Denmark  during  the  calendar  year  1898  amounted  in 
value  to  more  than  $200,000,000.  The  imports  were  valued  as  high 
as  $123,874,758,  exceeding  all  previous  records,  and  the  exports,  with 
a  value  of  $87,161,660,  were  larger  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  years 
except  1897.  Compared  with  the  figures  for  1888,  ten  years  before, 
the  1898  imports  show  a  gain  of  $50,315,271  and  the  1898  exports  one 
of  $37,156,719.    The  growth  of  the  trade  during  the  decade  1889-1898 

1  The  trade  statistics  here  given  are  based  on  the  official  returns  of  importation 
and  exportation  published  annually  by  the  Danish  National  Bureau  of  Statistics 
under  the  title  "Danniark's  Vareindf0rsel  og  -udf0rsel."  As  officially  recorded,  the 
imports  include  all  merchandise  imported,  whether  for  domestic  consumption  or  not, 
and  the  exports  include  all  merchandise  exported,  whether  of  domestic  production 
or  not. 
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was  remarkably  steady.  With  the  exception  of  1893  and  1898  each 
of  the  ten  years  witnessed  an  increase  in  exportation,  while  in  the  case 
of  importation  also  there  were  but  two  years.  1892  and  1893,  that  failed 
to  record  an  advance. 

Following  is  a  summary  statement  that  shows  the  annual  value  of 
the  imports  and  exports  of  Denmark  from  1887  to  1898,  inclusive:

DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  TRADE. 

The  countries  with  which  Denmark  has  the  most  important  trade 
relations  are  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  Sweden,  the  I/nited 
States,  and  Russia.  In  1898  these  five  countries  enjoyed  nearly  90  per 
cent  of  the  Danish  commerce.  The  United  Kingdom,  which  ranked 
foremost,  was  credited  with  38  per  cent,  the  value  of  the  merchandise 
exchanged  amounting  to  $79,625,212.  With  Germany  there  was  a 
trade  worth  $50,947,336,  or  24-  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  commerce 
with  Sweden  amounted  to  $23. 016,912,  or  il  per  cent,  that  with  the 
United  States  to  $17,824,412,  or  8  per  cent,  and  that  with  Russia  to 
*i:}.869,536,  or  7  per  cent. 

The  remainder  of  the  Danish  commerce,  after  that  divided  among 
the  Leading  countries  just  mentioned,  was  carried  on  chiefly  with  Nor- 
way, France,  the  Netherlands,  and  Belgium.  The  value  of  the  trade 
with  Norway  in  1898  was  $4,930,932:  with  France,  $2,681,876;  with 
the  Netherlands,  $2,381,984;  and  with  Belgium,  £2,362,152. 
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The  following  tables  show  in  detail  the  distribution  of  Denmark's 
foreign  trade  among  the  various  countries  with  which  commerce  was 
the  calendar  years  1897  and  1898,  respectively:

SOURCES  OF  DANISH  IMPORTS. 

Of  the  merchandise  imported  by  Denmark  in  1898,  29  percent  came 
from  Germany,  the  value  of  the  goods  received  from  that  source 
amounting-  to  £35.831,868.  The  United  Kingdom,  although  forming 
the  principal  market  for  the  commodities  shipped  from  Denmark, 
furnished  a  much  smaller  portion  than  Germany  of  the  Danish  imports. 
During  1898  the  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  21 
per  cent  of  the  total,  the  value  being  £26  J  46. 116. 

After  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom,  the  largest  imports  in 
1898  came  from  the  United  States.  Sweden,  and  Russia.  The  imports 
from  the  United  States  had  a  value  of  $17,176,656,  or  1-1  per  cent. 
Those  from  Sweden  were  valued  at  §11,111,220,  or  11  per  c  ent.  From 
Russia  there  were  imports  to  the  value  of  £10,162.292,  or  8  per  cent. 

Other  countries  from  which  Denmark  received  imports  during  1898 
exceeding  £l.00O.niM)  in  value  were  as  follows:  France.  £2.450.592; 
the  Netherlands.  £2.295, 152;  Norway,  £2.216.092;  Belgium,  £2.<>77.268; 
Brazil,  £l, 401,010;  and  Spain.  £1,019,756. 

DESTINATIONS  OF  DANISH  EXPORTS. 

As  has  already  been  pointed  out,  the  United  Kingdom  is  the  leading 
foreign  market  for  Danish  products.  The  goods  shipped  from  Den- 
mark to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1898  were  valued  as  high  as  £53.579.096, 
and  formed  61  per  cent  of  the  total  exports.    German}'  received  less 
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than  a  third  as  much,  the  Danish  exports  to  that  country,  with  a  value 
of  $15, 115,468,  forming  only  17  per  cent  of  the  entire  shipments. 

From  the  figures  just  quoted,  it  will  be  seen  that  over  three-fourths 
of  the  Danish  exports  for  1898  were  marketed  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Germany.  After  these  two  leading  countries,  the  principal 
markets  were  furnished  by  Sweden,  Russia,  and  Norway.  The 
exports  to  Sweden  were  valued  at  $8,902,692,  or  10  per  cent;  those  to 
Russia  at  $3,707,211,  or  1  per  cent;  and  those  to  Norway  at  $2,714,810, 
or  3  per  cent.  The  shipments  to  the  United  States  formed  less  than 
1  per  cent  of  the  total,  the  value  being  $647,756. 

GROWTH  OF  TRADE  WITH  LEADING  COUNTRIES. 

A  comparison  of  the  statistics  for  1898  with  those  for  the  years 
immediately  preceding  shows  that  the  important  factors  in  Denmark's 
recent  trade  growth  were  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  Russia,  and 
the  United  States.  During  the  years  1892  to  1898,  inclusive,  the  com- 
merce carried  on  with  the  United  Kingdom  increased  in  value  from 
$54,586,139  to  $79,625,212,  and  that  with  Germany  from  $45,788,472 
to  $50,947,336.  The  trade  with  Russia,  although  much  smaller,  exhib- 
ited a  remarkably  rapid  development  chiring  that  period,  advancing 
from  $5,964,467  to  $13,869,536.  In  the  trade  with  the  United  States 
there  was  an  increase  from  $8,052,852  to  $17,824,412. 

Annual  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  Denmark's  commerce  with  each 
of  the  principal  foreign  countries  during  the  five  years  1892-1896  are 
presented  in  the  following  table:

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GROWTH  OF  IMPORTS  FROM  LEADING  COUNTRIES. 

Denmark's  largest  gain  in  imports  occurred  in  the  trade  with  the 
United  States.  The  value  of  the  merchandise  received  from  this 
country  increased  from  $7,672,453  in  1892  to  $17,176,656  in  1898. 
Next  to  the  gains  recorded  in  the  imports  from  the  United  States  the 
most  important  increase  was  that  occurring  in  the  trade  with  Ger- 
many. The  value  of  the  goods  imported  into  Denmark  from  Germany 
rose  from  $27,824,244  in  1892  to  $35,831,868  in  1898.  The  imports 
from  the  United  Kingdom  also  showed  a  considerable  gain,  the  record 
for  1898  amounting  to  $26,046,116,  while  that  for  Ls(.>2  was  only 
$18,245,344.  Danish  imports  from  Russia  more  than  doubled  during 
1892-1898,  advancing  from  $5,052. 058  to  $10,162,292.

GROWTH  OF  EXPORTS  TO   LEADING  COUNTRIES. 

The  development  of  Denmark's  export  trade  during  the  last  few 
years  occurred  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
value  of  the  Danish  merchandise  marketed  in  that  country  increasing 
from  $36,340,795  in  1892  to  $53,579,096  in  1898.  The  shipments  to 
Germany  during  1892-1898  exhibited  an  actual  falling  off,  having  a 
value  of  only  $15,115,168  in  the  latter  year  as  against  $17,961,228  in 
the  former.  The  largest  gain,  after  that  in  the  case  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  made  in  the  exports  to  Russia,  which  rose  from  $912,109 
to  $3. 707.214.  Denmark's  exports  to  the  United  States,  although  com- 
paratively small,  showed  an  important  increase,  the  value  for  1898 
amounting  to  $617,756  as  compared  with  only  $380,399  for  1892.

GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  DENMARK'S  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

Although  Denmark  is  essentially  an  agricultural  country,  products 
of  the  farm  constitute  nearly  one-half  of  the  imported  merchandise. 
In  1898  the  agricultural  products  purchased  from  other  countries  had 
a  value  of  $56,121,120  and  formed  16  per  cent  of  the  total  imports. 

Denmark's  exports  are  chiefly  agricultural.  The  farm  products 
marketed  abroad  in  1898  formed  85  per  cent  of  the  entire  export  trade 
and  were  valued  as  high  as  $71,065,118. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  products  of  domestic  agriculture  is 
exported,  the  home  demand  being  supplied  to  a  considerable  extent 
by  the  substitution  of  lower-priced  imported  commodities. 

The  value  of  the  agricultural  imports  of  Denmark  and  the  per- 
centage they  formed  of  the  total  during  each  year  from  1892  to  1898, 
inclusive,  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics:

AGRICULTURAL  MPORTS. 

Indian  corn,  butter,  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal,  coffee,  and  wheat 
are  the  most  important  of  Denmark's  agricultural  imports.  In  1898 
these  items  were  valued  as  follows:  Indian  corn,  $8,115,612;  butter, 
$7,566,485;  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal,  $4,149,07-1;  coffee,  $3,455,605; 
and  wheat,  $2,749,052.  Other  products  of  agriculture  imported  quite 
extensively  are  rye,  barley,  oats,  bran,  wheat  flour,  rye  flour,  and  corn 
meal  among  the  breadstuff's,  and  cotton,  wine,  hides  and  skins,  sugar, 
and  tobacco. 

CORN  (MAIZE). 

The  importations  of  Indian  corn  were  unusually  large  in  1897  and 
1898,  amounting  to  19,803,732  bushels  in  the  former  year  and  to 
18,396,167  bushels  in  the  latter.  During  the  preceding  five  years, 
1892-1896,  the  average  annual  imports  were  only  4,463,245  bushels. 
This  remarkable  growth  of  the  imports  is  due  chiefly  to  the  larger 
use  of  corn  as  a  feed  stuff  for  live  stock  and  poultry.  Corn  is  also 
employed  quite  extensively  in  the  distilling  industries  of  Denmark. 
The  imports  come  almost  entirely  from  the  United  States. 

BUTTER. 

The  amount  of  butter  imported  into  Denmark  during  1898  was 
37,172,227  pounds.  Excepting  the  years  ls!<4  and  L897  these  were 
the  largest  imports  on  record.  In  1894  the  imports  reached  as  high 
as  41.664.472  pounds,  while  in  1897  they  amounted  to  39,547,118 
pounds.  Within  a  decade  the  size  of  the  imports  has  more  than 
doubled.  A  large  part  of  the  butter  imported  into  Denmark  comes 
from  Sweden  and  Finland.  The  high-grade  butter  received  from 
these  sources  bears  a  close  resemblance  to  that  made1  in  Denmark,  and 
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some  of  it  is  undoubtedly  reexported  as  Danish  butter.  Considerable 
quantities  of  low-priced  butter  for  domestic  consumption  are  also 
imported  into  Denmark,  the  United  States  being  one  of  the  leading 
sources  of  supply. 

The  cheaper  butter  purchased  from  other  countries,  while  inferior 
in  quality  to  the  Danish  product,  is  suitable  for  certain  uses,  such  as 
the  manufacture  of  breads,  pastries,  confectionery,  etc.  It  is  for 
these  manufacturing  purposes,  apparently,  that  the  low-grade  imported 
butter  is  chiefly  employed,  although  it  is  also  consumed  to  some 
extent  by  the  poorer  classes  of  the  population.  The  higher  prices 
brought  by  the  domestic  product  cause  the  latter  to  be  reserved  in 
large  measure  for  exportation. 

OIL  CAKE  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

Oil  cake  has  recently  become  one  of  the  principal  imports  of  Den- 
mark. This  product,  like  Indian  corn,  is  being  used  in  growing 
quantities  as  a  feed  for  live  stock.  The  imports  in  1898  were  the 
largest  ever  recorded,  amounting  to  314,781,115  pounds.  The  year 
before  only  292,961,061  pounds  were  imported,  but  this  was  decidedly 
in  excess  of  any  previous  record.  The  annual  average  for  1892-1896 
was  as  low  as  185,787,572  pounds.  Since  1892  the  importations  have 
increased  more  than  100  per  cent.  The  United  States  furnishes  a  large 
portion  of  the  imports. 

COFFEE. 

During  1897  and  1898  Denmark's  imports  of  coffee  were  exception- 
ally large.  In  the  former  year  they  amounted  to  11,269,113  pounds 
and  in  the  latter  to  38,541,272  pounds.  The  average  annual  imports 
for  the  five  years  1892-1896  were  only  24,696,752  pounds.  Most  of 
the  coffee  imported  into  Denmark  is  purchased  through  Hamburg  and 
the  Dutch  ports,  although  considerable  quantities  are  also  received 
direct  from  Brazil.  The  amount  purchased  through  United  States 
firms,  although  small,  has  materially  increased  during  the  last  few 
years. 

WHEAT. 

The  wheat  imports  of  Denmark  average  about  2,500,000  bushels  a 
year.  In  1897  the  quantity  imported  was  below  the  average,  amount- 
ing to  only  2,143,291  bushels,  but  in  1898  it  rose  to  2,751,121  bushels. 
During  1892-1896  there  was  an  average  yearly  importation  of  2,459,679 
bushels.  Germany  furnishes  a  large  portion  of  the  wheat  purchased 
by  Denmark,  much  of  it  coming  in  the  first  instance  from  Hungary. 
During  some  years  Russia  contributes  important  quantities,  and  there 
are  also  at  intervals  considerable  imports  from  Argentina.  Next  to 
Germany,  however,  the  United  States  is  the  leading  source  of  supply,

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RYE. 

During  1898  Denmark  paid  nearly  as  much  for  imported  rye  as  for 
imported  wheat,  the  purchases  of  the  former  cereal  amounting  to 
3,511,719  bushels,  at  a  value  of  *2.t)oS.4:><).  This  was  a  marked  increase 
oyer  the  imports  for  1897,  which  were  recorded  at  2,996,118  bushels, 
worth  $1,819,335.  The  average  yearly  importation  during  1892-1896 
amounted  to  3,359.716  bushels.  The  rye  imports  are  supplied  chiefly 
by  Russia  and  Germany,  but  in  some  years  considerable  quantities  have 
also  been  received  from  the  United  State-. 

BARLEY. 

Barley  is  another  grain  that  is  imported  quite  extensively  by  Den- 
mark. Purchases  to  the  amount  of  £1,297. 704  were  made  in  lNUS,  this 
sum  being  paid  for  2,499,863  bushels.  In  1897  there  was  an  importa- 
tion of  2,567,302  bushels.  The  imports  for  1897  and  1898,  however, 
were  much  smaller  than  the  yearly  average  for  1892-1896,  which  was 
as  high  as  4,509,167  bushels.  The  barley  imported,  like  the  rye.  comes 
in  largest  quantities  from  Russia.  Germany  also  furnishes  consider- 
able amounts.  The  imports  from  the  United  States,  although  somewhat 
irregular,  rank  next  to  those  from  Germany  in  importance. 

OATS. 

The  amount  of  oats  imported  by  Denmark  during  1898  was  904,836 
bushels,  and  the  value  $384,774.  The  1898  imports  of  this  cereal, 
however,  were  unusually  small.  In  L897,  L,326,313  bushels  were  im- 
ported, and  during  1892-1896  an  average  of  1,554,263  bushels  a  year. 
Sweden.  Germany,  and  Russia  are  the  principal  sources  of  supply. 
Norway  is  also  drawn  upon  to  a  considerable  extent.  After  these  four 
countries  the  United  States  contributes  the  largest  amount. 

The  total  value  of  the  various  cereals,  not  including  pulse,  that  were 
imported  into  Denmark  during  L898  amounted  to  $15,550,213.  In 
addition  to  this  amount,  tin4  sum  of  $2,916,015  was  expended  for 
imports  of  grain  in  its  ground  forms,  such  as  Hour.  meal.  bran.  etc. 

BEAN. 

Under  the  head  of  ground  strain,  bran  was  tin1  leading  item.  Of 
this  article,  185,025.27^  pounds,  valued  at  £1.767.888,  were  imported 
in  1897,  and  110,212,088  pounds,  valued  at  £1.291.711.  in  1898.  As 
compared  with  the  imports  for  some  of  the  preceding  years,  these  fig- 
ures indicate  a  sharp  decline.  The  annual  average  for  1892-1896  was 
as  high  as  208,296,182  pounds.  Bran  is  apparently  being  replaced  to 
a  considerable  extent  by  the  importation  of  oil  cake.  Most  of  the 
bran  imported  is  purchased  from  the  CJnited  Kingdom.  Russia,  and 
Germany.  The  amount  received  directly  from  the  United  States  is 
comparatively  small. 
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WHEAT  FLOUR. 

Wheat  Hour  is  another  important  item.  The  imports  of  this  product 
seem  to  be  rapidly  increasing.  In  1898  they  amounted  to  38,191,343 
pounds,  worth  $831,100,  as  against  27,262,959  pounds,  worth  $613,834, 
in  1897.  The  yearly  average  for  1892-1896  was  26,131,023  pounds. 
The  chief  part  of  the  imports  is  received  from  Germany,  but  much  of 
this  is  undoubtedly  American  flour.  The  direct  purchases  from  the 
United  States  are  much  larger  than  formerly,  and  rank  next  to  those 
from  Germany . 

RYE  FLOUR. 

Rye  flour  is  also  imported  by  Denmark  in  considerable  quantities. 
The  average  yearly  imports  during  1892-1896  were  16,017,272  pounds. 
In  1897  there  was  an  exceptionally  heavy  importation,  the  record  for 
that  year  being  29,160,653  pounds,  valued  at  $113,107.  The  returns 
for  1898  showed  imports  to  the  extent  of  21,222,190  pounds,  with  a 
value  of  $112,233.  Germany,  Russia,  and  Sweden  are  the  principal 
sources  of  supply.  The  imports  recorded  from  the  United  States 
have  been  irregular  and  small. 

CORN  MEAL. 

An  interesting  growth  occurred  in  the  importation  of  corn  meal. 
During  1892-1896  the  yearly  imports  of  this  article  averaged  only 
1,684,463  pounds,  but  in  1897  there  was  an  importation  of  4,956,213 
pounds,  and  in  1898  one  of  11,072,224  pounds.  The  value  of  the  1898 
imports  amounted  to  $161,517.  Most  of  the  corn  meal  imported  is 
received  from  the  United  States. 

TOTAL  BREADSTUFFS. 

The  total  imports  into  Denmark  of  the  so-called  breadstuffs,  includ- 
ing under  this  term  the  various  cereals  and  pulse,  ground  and  unground, 
and  preparations  of  these  products  used  as  food,  exhibit  a  striking 
growth  for  the  last  few  years.  During  1892-1896  the  average  annual 
value  of  this  group  of  imports  was  only  $12,158,672.  In  1897  the 
value  rose  to  $17,297,239  and  in  1898  to  $18,751,649. 

COTTON. 

Cotton  has  recently  become  one  of  the  leading  agricultural  imports 
of  Denmark.  The  growth  of  the  trade  has  been  remarkably  rapid. 
The  yearly  imports  for  1892-1896  averaged  only  2,144,041  pounds, 
while  in  1897  there  was  an  importation  of  12,597,012  pounds,  and  in 
1898  one  of  25,337,228  pounds.  The  value  of  the  1898  imports  reached 
as  high  as  $1,786,439.  Most  of  the  cotton  imported  into  Denmark  is 
reexported.  It  comes  chiefly  from  the  United  States,  although  con- 
siderable quantities  are  received  through  the  German  ports.

WINE. 

During  1898  Don  mark  imported  2,021,870  gallons  of  wine,  worth 
$1,428,009.  This  was  a  slight  increase  over  the  imports  for  1897, 
which  were  recorded  at  1,911,868  gallons,  and  a  marked  one  over  the 
imports  for  the  preceding  years,  the  average  for  1892-1896  amounting 
to  only  1,178,015  gallons,  inclusive  of  a  small  amount  of  cider.  The 
wine  imported  is  received  in  largest  quantities  from  Franco.  Spain, 
Portugal,  and  Germany;  only  a  small  amount  is  purchased  from  the 
United  States. 

HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

Denmark's  imports  of  hides  and  skins  also  showed  a  large  increase 
for  the  last  few  years.  From  an  annual  average4  of  5,447,508  pounds 
in  1892-1S96,  there  was  an  advance  to  10,322,219  pounds  in  1897  and  to 
11. 702,116  pounds  in  1898.  The  import  value  for  1898  was  $1,210,056. 
France.  Germany.  Sweden,  Norway.  Russia,  and  Iceland  are  the  lead- 
ing sources  of  supply.  The  imports  from  the  United  States  are  com- 
paratively small. 

SUGAR. 

Sugar  is  another  important  item  among  Denmark's  agricultural 
imports.  Recent  years,  however,  show*  something  of  a  decline.  Dur- 
ing 1892-1896  the  yearly  imports  averaged  56,370.158  pounds.  In 

1897  53,732,037  pounds  were  imported,  and  in  1898  50,415,288 
pounds.  The  valuation  placed  on  the  imports  during  L898  was 
$1,198,919.  Most  of  this  sum  went  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Ger- 
many, these  countries  being  the  immediate  sources  from  which  a  large 
part  of  the  imported  sugar  comes. 

TOBACCO. 

The  only  other  agricultural  import  that  had  a  value  exceeding 
81,000,000  in  1898  was  tobacco.    The  imports  of  this  product  during 

1898  were  recorded  at  10,727,164  pounds,  worth  $1,095,381.  In  1897 
there  was  an  importation  of  13,732,388  pounds,  but  this  amount  was 
considerably  larger  than  the  receipts  reported  for  the  years  immedi- 
ately preceding.  The  annual  average  for  1MW-1Mm;  was  S.sTl.oS!) 
pounds.  Denmark's  tobacco  supply  is  imported  chiefly  through  the 
German  and  Dutch  ports.  The  direct  imports  from  the  United  States 
rank  third  in  importance. 

OTHER  ARTICLES. 

In  addition  to  the  leading  articles  already  mentioned,  numerous 
other  agricultural  products  an1  annually  Imported  into  Denmark,  some 
of  the  most  important  being  oleo  oil.  lard.  wool.  pork,  flaxseed,  rice, 
clover  seed,  horses,  and  tea.  According  to  the  import  returns  for 
1898,  these  several  items  had  the  following  values:  Oleo  oil,  £969.660; 
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lard,  including  other  fats,  $961,101;  wool,  $845,771;  pork,  $773,961; 
flaxseed,  $769,902;  rice  and  rice  meal,  $721,851;  clover  seed,  $660,332; 
horses,  $650,761;  and  tea,  $536,357.

NON  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

Fully  one-half  of  the  merchandise  imported  into  Denmark  can  be 
classified  as  aonagricultural.  Thenonagricultural  commodities  received 
during  1898  had  an  aggregate  value  of  $67.45(>.6\38.  and  formed  54 
per  cent  of  the  total  imports.  Metals  and  their  manufactures,  textile 
fabrics,  coal,  and  wood  and  its  manufactures  were  the  principal 
items.  Metals  and  their  manufactures,  including  machinery,  were 
imported  in  1898  to  the  value  of  $10,586,885.  The  imports  of  textile 
fabrics  for  that  year  amounted  in  value  to  $10,023,246.    Of  coal, 
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including  coke  and  cinders,  there  were  imports  worth  $8,092,884. 
The  imports  of  wood  and  wood  manufactures  were  valued  at  $7,401,892. 

After  the  four  leading  items  mentioned,  the  most  important  non- 
agricultural  imports  during  1898,  with  their  values,  were  as  follows: 
Ships  and  boats,  $3,754,220;  yarn  and  thread,  $3,318,550;  drugs  and 
medicines,  $2,374,480;  leather  and  its  manufactures,  $2,311,154; 
petroleum  and  other  oils,  including  grease,  $1,821,784;  fish  and  fish 
products,  $1,682,515;  books  and  other  printed  matter,  $1,330,010; 
marble  and  other  stone,  and  manufactures  of,  $1,277,434;  and  locomo- 
tives, cars,  carriages,  and  other  vehicles,  $1,026,859. 

Other  items  of  considerable  importance  were  the  following:  India 
rubber  and  gutta-percha,  and  manufactures  of,  $960,644;  fertilizers, 
$928,289;  paper  and  its  manufactures,  $797,241;  musical  instruments, 
$738,295;  ready-made  clothing,  $727,888;  cork,  and  manufactures  of, 
$695,874;  glass  and  glassware,  $606,791;  bricks,  tiles,  flagstones,  and 
drain  pipes,  $568,753;  and  dyes  and  dyestuffs,  $565,450.

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

Butter  is  decidedly  the  most  important  factor  in  the  export  trade  of 
Denmark.  In  value  it  constitutes  nearly  one-half  of  the  agricultural 
produce  sent  abroad.  Next  to  butter  the  largest  agricultural  export 
is  pork.  Other  important  items  are  eggs,  horses,  hides  and  skins, 
fresh  beef,  cattle,  and  barley.  Coffee,  cotton,  and  Indian  corn,  in  the 
form  of  reexports,  are  also  shipped  quite  extensively  from  Denmark. 

BITTER. 

In  the  art  of  butter-making  the  Danes  appear  to  have  been  more 
successful  than  any  other  nation,  and  Danish  butter,  by  virtue  of  its 
superior  qualities,  generally  commands  a  higher  price  in  foreign  mar- 
kets than  the  best  grades  offered  by  other  countries.  The  quantity 
exported  from  Denmark  has  increased  with  great  rapidity  during  the 
past  twelve  years,  advancing  from  53,143.949  pounds  in  1S8T  to 
160,143. 255  pounds  in  1S98.  As  a  result  of  this  remarkable  growth 
Denmark -has  become  the  foremost  butter-exporting  country  of  the 
world,  her  shipments  during  the  last  few  years  having  greatly  exceeded 
those  of  France,  which  formerly  exported  more  butter  than  any  other 
country. 

The  butter  exported  from  Denmark,  as  has  already  been  explained, 
is  not  wholly  of  domestic  production.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
high-grade  butter  imported  from  Sweden  and  from  Finland  undoubtedly 
enters  into  the  Danish  export  trade.  The  shipments  from  these  two 
countries  to  Denmark  have  been  growing  larger  each  year.  In  1898 
they  exceeded  30,000,000  pounds,  having  more  than  trebled  within  a 
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decade.  The  butter  received  from  Sweden  and  Finland  is  said  to 
resemble  very  closely  the  Danish  product,  and  it  is  therefore  readily 
disposed  of  in  the  same  markets. 

More  than  95  per  cent  of  the  butter  shipped  from  Denmark  is 
marketed  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Danish  butter  is  made  with  a 
special  view  to  the  requirements  of  the  British  market,  and  it  is  sold 
there  in  far  larger  quantities  than  the  product  of  any  other  country. 
In  1898  nearly  one-half  of  all  the  foreign  butter  purchased  by  the 
United  Kingdom  was  supplied  by  Denmark. 

According  to  the  Danish  trade  returns,  the  exports  of  butter  from 
Denmark  to  the  British  market  increased  from  49,784,193  pounds  in 
1887  to  156,201,601  pounds  in  1898,  showing  a  gain  of  over  200  per 
cent  during  the  twelve  years. 

Shipments  to  other  countries  than  the  United  Kingdom  do  not  reach 
above  a  few  million  pounds  a  year.  In  1898  they  amounted  to 
3,941,654  pounds,  and  of  this  quantity  3,169,151  pounds  went  to 
Germany,  leaving  only  772,503  pounds  for  distribution  among  the 
remaining  countries  of  destination. 

Butter  from  Denmark  is  marketed  to  some  extent  in  the  United 
States,  but  the  shipments  have  been  small  and  irregular.  During 
1898,  according  to  Danish  statistics,  28,086  pounds  were  sent  to  this 
country. 

The  total  value  of  the  butter  exported  from  Denmark  to  all  destina- 
tions in  1898  amounted  to  134,575,634.  The  average  export  price  per 
pound  was  21.6  cents.

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PORK. 

Accompanying  the  development  of  the  butter  industry  in  Denmark 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  pork  production.  The  raising  of  pigs 
was  turned  to  as  the  most  profitable  manner  of  utilizing  the  waste 
products  of  the  dairy.  At  first  the  surplus  pork  product  was  ex- 
ported in  the  form  of  live  hogs,  Germany  being  the  principal  market, 
but  in  1887,  when  the  German  government  prohibited  the  importation 
of  Danish  swine,  the  live-hog  trade  was  seriously  interrupted.  This 
gave  a  great  impetus  to  pork  packing  in  Denmark,  and  especially  to 
bacon  curing.  Since  1887  many  new  bacon-curing  factories  have  been 
established,  most  of  them  on  the  cooperative  plan,  and  the  output  of 
these  factories  has  found  a  ready  market  abroad.  The  years  follow- 
ing 1887  witnessed  a  remarkable  growth  in  the  exportation  of  bacon, 
and  next  to  butter  this  product  now  forms  decidedly  the  most  impor- 
tant of  Denmark's  exports. 

The  Danish  bacon,  like  the  Danish  butter,  is  produced  with  special 
reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  British  market,  and  the  marvelous 
development  of  the  export  trade  in  the  face  of  keen  competition  shows 
how  successful  the  Danes  have  been  in  meeting  these  requirements. 
The  Danish  product  is  regarded  with  great  favor  in  England,  and  the 
principal  part  of  the  available  supply  is  marketed  there.  According 
to  British  statistics,  the  imports  of  bacon  into  the  United  Kingdom 
from  Denmark  during  1898  amounted  to  113. 96:2. 240  pounds.  Ger- 
many, which  ranks  next  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  purchaser  of 
Danish  bacon,  bought  only  104.989  pounds.  These  figures  serve  to 
show  how  largely  the  trade  depends  upon  the  British  market. 

In  the  Danish  export  returns,  bacon,  instead  of  being  separately 
specified,  is  included  under  an  item  comprising  also  hams  and  other 
prepared  pork.  It  is  therefore  impossible  to  state  the  exact  amount  of 
bacon  shipped  from  Denmark,  but  as  this  product  forms  the  principal 
part  of  the  pork  exports,  the  statistics  for  that  item  give  a  fairly 
accurate  idea  of  the  course  of  the  trade.  As  recorded  in  the  Danish 
statistics,  the  exports  of  pork  of  all  kinds  increased  from  .")1.040.764 
pounds  in  1887  to  164.403.144  pounds  in  1896.  a  gain  of  more  than 
110,000,000  pounds  for  the  decade.  Although  the  exports  for  1897 
and  1898,  amounting  to  138,217.551  pounds  and  135j>l>7.^.Vs  pounds, 
respectively,  were  somewhat  smaller  than  those  for  L896,  they  exceeded 
the  shipments  during  any  of  the  preceding  years.  The  annual  aver- 
age for  1892-1896  was  llO.lsi).:^  pounds.  The  highest  value  attained 
was  that  for  1897,  recorded  at  §15. 016. 8S4.  In  lsns  the  value  amounted 
to  $13,540,844. 

While  bacon  constituted  decidedly  the  largest  part  of  the  exports 
for  which  statistics  have  just  been  quoted,  these  figures  also  included 
a  considerable  amount  of  salted  pork  and  some  fresh  pork.  The  ship- 
ments of  fresh  pork  were  separately  recorded  for  the  first  time  in 
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1897,  in  which  year  they  amounted  to  258,5)15  pounds.  In  1898  they 
increased  to  1,273,815  pounds.  The  exports  of  hams  were  compara- 
tively small.  As  the  salted  pork  and  the  hams  were  sent  chiefly  to 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany,  a  fairly  accurate  showing-  as  to 
the  size  of  the  shipments  can  be  had  from  the  import  returns  of  those 
countries.  During"  1898  the  United  Kingdom  imported  from  Denmark 
7,946,288  pounds  of  salted  pork  and  101,696  pounds  of  hams.  In  the 
same  year  Germany  received  from  Denmark  3,750,059  pounds  of 
salted  pork  and  598,995  pounds  of  hams. 

As  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  take  over  99  per  cent  of 
Denmark's  total  exports  of  pork,  it  is  apparent  from  the  British  and 
German  import  returns  just  quoted  that  bacon  formed  fully  90  per  cent 
of  the  item  in  question. 

EGGS. 

The  poultry  industry  has  been  rapidly  growing  in  Denmark  during 
the  last  few  years,  and  as  a  result  the  exports  of  eggs .  have  greatly 
increased.  The  export  returns  for  1892-1896  showed  an  average  ship- 
ment of  13,549,278  dozens  a  year,  but  in  1897  as  many  as  20,752,772 
dozens  were  sent  abroad,  and  in  1898  22,260,902  dozens.  The  value 
of  the  1898  exports  was  $3,665,354.  The  Danish  eggs  are  marketed 
chiefly  in  the  United  Kingdom,  although  considerable  quantities  are 
also  shipped  to  Norway  and  Sweden. 

HORSES. 

During  1898  Denmark  exported  15,423  horses,  having  a  total  value 
of  $2,490,463.  In  the  year  preceding  20,946  were  shipped,  but  this 
was  an  exceptional  record,  the  annual  average  for  1892-1896  being 
only  14,215.  Germany  is  the  principal  destination  of  the  horses 
exported. 

HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

In  the  exportation  of  hides  and  skins  there  has  been  a  marked  increase 
during  recent  years.  From  an  average  annual  shipment  of  9,697,585 
pounds  in  1892-1896  the  quantity  exported  rose  to  17,055,886  pounds 
in  1897  and  to  19,114,350  pounds  in  1898.  The  value  of  the  exports 
advanced  from  $1,320,392  in  1892  to  $2,157,400  in  1898.  The  United 
Kingdom  and  Germany  are  the  principal  markets. 

FRESH  BEEF. 

In  1898  an  important  export  trade  in  fresh  beef  was  developed,  the 
shipments  for  that  year  reaching  as  high  as  25,81*4.326  pounds,  and 
having  a  value  of  $1,794,240.  During  LS97  the  exports  amounted  to 
only  9,544,960  pounds,  worth  $561,591.  In  the  trade  returns  for  years 
prior  to  1897  the  shipments  of  fresh  beef  were  not  separately  stated. 
The  consignments  recorded  during  1897  and  1898  went  chiefly  to  Ger- 
many and  the  United  Kingdom,  with  smaller  shipments  to  Norway  and 
Sweden. 
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CATTLE. 

The  exports  of  cattle  in  1897  and  1898,  amounting  to  81,166  head, 
worth  $3,877,368,  in  the  former  year,  and  to  36.066  head,  worth 
81,628,043.  in  the  latter,  were  unusually  small.  After  1895,  when  there 
was  a  shipment  of  113,023  head,  each  succeeding  year  showed  a  marked 
decline,  the  falling  off  in  1898  being  particularly  noticeable.  The 
export  trade  is  chiefly  with  Germany. 

COFFEE. 

Coffee,  which  ranks  as  one  of  the  leading  agricultural  imports  of 
Denmark,  is  reexported  quite  extensively,  going  chiefly  to  the  Baltic 
countries,  and  especially  to  Sweden.  The  quantity  of  coffee  thus  dis- 
tributed by  Denmark  was  unusually  large  in  1897  and  1898.  amounting 
to  16,917,129  pounds  for  the  former  year  and  to  15.504,949  pounds 
for  the  latter,  as  compared  with  an  average  yearly  shipment  of  only 
8,900,893  pounds  during  1892-1896.  The  value  of  the  coffee  exported 
in  1898  was  11,479,103. 

BAKLEY. 

Denmark's  principal  cereal  export  is  barley.  During  1898  2,205.783 
bushels  of  this  grain,  with  a  value  of  $1.415. 7s7.  were  sent  abroad. 
The  exports  in  1897  were  considerably  less,  amounting  to  only  1.7<  ><).508 
bushels.  The  live  years  1892-1896  showed  an  annual  average  of 
1,706,852  bushels.  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom.  Norway,  and 
Sweden  are  the  leading  markets. 

COTTON. 

The  cotton  recorded  among  the  imports  of  Denmark  is  largely  reex- 
ported. Most  of  it  is  forwarded  up  the  Baltic  to  Russia.  Less 
important  shipments  are  made  to  Sweden.  Germany,  and  Norway. 
During  1897  and  1898  the  quantity  of  cotton  distributed  from  Den- 
mark greatly  increased.  The  average  yearly  exports  for  1892-1896 
were  only  1,141,083  pounds,  but  in  1897  the  shipments  rose  to  9.302.218 
pounds,  and  in  1898  to  19.464,562  pounds.  The  export  value  for 
1898  was  $1,372,378. 

CORN  (  MAIZE). 

A  little  over  one-tenth  of  the  Indian  corn  imported  into  Denmark 
during  1897  and  1898  was  reshipped  to  other  countries,  chiefly  to 
Germany.  Sweden,  and  Norway.  The  quantity  exported  in  1897  was 
2,202,437  bushels,  and  in  1898  2,381,423  bushels.  During  1892-1896 
the  shipments  were  much  smaller,  averaging  only  381.524  bushels  a 
year.    The  1898  exports  were  valued  at  si. 173, 719. 

OTHBB  ARTICLES. 

Among  the  various  other  agricultural  exports  of  Denmark  the  most 
important,  measured  by  their  value  in  1898,  are  wheat,  wine,  rice,  wool, 
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oil  cake,  wheat  Hour,  bran,  tea,  and  canned  meat.  These  items  to  a 
large  extent  comprise  reexports  of  imported  products.  Their  export 
values  for  1898  were  as  follows:  Wheat,  $871,462;  wine,  $611,900;  rice 
and  rice  meal,  $509,259;  wool,  $453,887;  oil  cake,  including  oil-cake 
meal,  $355,441;  wheat  flour,  $337,144;  bran,  $298,073;  tea,  $263,957; 
and  canned  meat,  $254,439.

As  lms  already  been  shown,  the  exports  of  Denmark  consist  chiefly  of 
agricultural  produce.  The  nonagricultural  commodities  shipped  during 
1898  had  an  aggregate  value  of  £13,399,212.  forming  only  15  per  cent  of 
the  total  exports.  A  considerable  part  of  this  merchandise  consisted  of 
goods  made  in  other  countries  and  reexported  from  Denmark.  The  lead- 
ing items  among  the  nonagricultural  exports,  with  the  values  recorded 
for  1898,  were  as  follows:  Metals  and  their  manufactures,  *l.<.>r>7.^s.'>: 
fish  and  fish  products.  $1,844,075;  textile  fabrics,  $1.477.29.">:  hooks  and 
other  printed  matter.  8940.829;  oils,  including  grease,  $823,916;  coal,  in- 
cluding coke  and  cinders.  $789,851:  and  drugs  and  medicines.  $697,857.

On  the  following  pages  a  series  of  tables  is  presented,  showing  the 
sources  from  which  Denmark's  principal  agricultural  imports  for  the 
calendar  years  1897  and  1898  were  received.  As  the  Danish  trade 
reports  do  not  state  in  detail  the  values  of  the  imports  by  countries, 
.statistics  of  quantity  only  can  be  given  as  regards  the  various  sources 
of  importation.  Owing  to  changes  that  were  made  in  1897  in  the 
method  of  recording  and  classifying  the  Danish  import  returns  it 
was  found  impracticable  in  preparing  the  present  tables  to  compile  sat- 
isfactory comparative  statements  including  years  prior  to  1897.  In 
reference  to  the  countries  specified,  it  should  be  explained  that  the}r 
do  not  necessarily  represent  the  original  sources  of  the  products  for 
which  statistics  of  importation  are  quoted,  the  imports  into  Denmark 
being  recorded  as  coming  from  the  last  country  of  shipment.  A  table 
is  given  for  each  agricultural  import  that  had  a  value  for  1897  or 
1898  exceeding  $100,000.    The  tables  are  as  follows:

TRADE  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

As  has  already  been  shown,  Denmark's  imports  from  the  United 
States  during  1898  reached  a  value  of  £17.176.656.  showing  a  gain  of 
nearly  §10,000,000  over  the  value  for  1S92,  which  amounted  to  only 
17,672,453.  In  1898  the  imports  from  the  United  States  formed  14 
per  cent  of  the  total  and  were  larger  than  those  received  from  any 
other  country  except  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Denmark'-  exports  to  the  United  States,  while  comparatively  small, 
increased  from  $380,399  in  1892  to  $647,756  in  1898. 

Unfortunately,  the  Danish  trade  returns  for  years  prior  to  L89?  do 
not  show  with  any  considerable  detail  the  values  of  the  various  articles 
imported  and  exported  in  the  commerce  with  the  United  State-,  and 
it  is  therefore  impossible  to  present  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the 
imports  in  these  earlier  years.  While  the  list  of  articles  given  in  the 
more  detailed  returns  of  1897  and  1898  is  far  from  complete,  the  sta- 
tistics for  those  years  cover  the  leading  features  of  the  trade.

From  the  statistics  just  presented  it  will  be  seen  that  four  agricul- 
tural products — corn,  oil  cake,  cotton,  and  wheat — occupy  a  leading 
position  among  Denmark's  imports  from  the  United  States. 

In  1898  the  four  articles  mentioned  formed  about  70  per  cent  of  all 
the  merchandise  imported  from  this  country,  their  aggregate  value 
exceeding  $12,000,000.  Corn  was  decidedly  the  most  important  item, 
amounting  in  value  to  $7,497,300.  Of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  there 
were  imports  worth  $2,140,218.  Cotton  was  purchased  to  the  value  of 
$1,227,708,  and  wheat  to  the  value  of  $1,185,096. 

Other  products  of  agriculture  imported  from  the  United  States  in 
considerable  quantities  during  1898  were  rye,  wheat  flour,  corn  meal, 
lard,  oleo  oil,  and  bacon  and  hams. 

Among  the  nonagricultural  imports,  petroleum  and  manufactures  of 
iron  and  steel  formed  the  chief  items.

The  official  returns  of  exportation  presented  in  the  foregoing  table 
apparently  include  supplies  purchased  by  ships  sailing  from  Danish 
ports  for  the  United  States.  The  recorded  exports  of  coal  are  pre- 
sumably explained  by  this  fact. 

It  would  also  appear  that  reexports  are  included  to  a  considerable 
extent.  It  is  probable,  for  instance,  that  the  large  exports  of  cement 
credited  in  the  table  to  Denmark  had  their  origin  chiefly  in  Germany. 

For  these  reasons  the  Danish  trade  returns  do  not  make  a  very  satis- 
factory exhibit  of  the  exports  from  that  country  to  the  United  State-. 
A  more  accurate  idea  as  to  the  character  of  these  exports  can  be  had 
from  the  quarterly  statements  made  by  our  consulate  at  Copenhagen 
as  to  the  value  of  merchandise  declared  for  exportation  from  that  port 
to  the  United  States.

From  the  consular  figures  given  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  exports 
from  Copenhagen  to  the  United  States  during  1899,  amounting  in  total 
value  to  1292,797,  embraced  quite  a  variety  of  articles.  Hides  and 
rennets  were  the  leading  exports,  the  value  of  the  former  being  $62,099, 
and  that  of  the  latter  $56,878.  Other  items  that  exceeded  $10,000  in 
value  were  the  following:  Butter  in  tins,  $29,693;  seeds,  $20,176;  Ice- 
land wool,  $17,382;  porcelain,  $13,610;  and  beer,  $12,46i.
